If 
you have a choice of some of the medium priced varieties you would like to try 
as extras, kindly so state. Otherwise we will include something extra for trial as 
we have always done in the past. 


Remittance should accompany all orders, unless previous arrangements have been 
made. On wholesale Seed, ee conable terms may be arranged, if proper references 
can be supplied. In the retail list, five bulbs will be supplied at one-half. un dais 
per ten, if priced per ten. If priced as single, ten may be purchased at eight times 
the single price. One hundred may be had, if available, at eight times the price 
per ten. 


We mail all customers a copy of the invoice on each order, just as quickly as order 
is received. This is the only acknowledgement, made by us. We will ship at any 
future date designated. Bulblets will be supplied in most varieties up to May Ist. 


SIZE OF BULBS: Large bulbs are 14-inch and larger in diameter. Medium bulbs 
are three quarter inch up to 14-inch. Small bulbs are three quarter inch and smaller. 
If bulblets of high-priced varieties are purchased, it is usually advisable to peel 
them, and they will then germinate and be up in a week to two weeks. Un-peeled 
bulblets will sometimes remain dormant for two months or more, or fail to grow 
entirely. Growing bulblets is the cheapest way to get started with the high-priced 
varieties. We are always liberal with bulblets, peradventure a few might not grow. 
Ordinarily, the size of order makes some difference in the extras included. The 
better order we receive, the more we toss in for trial.

The lowa State Gladiolus Society publishes four to six very fine bulletins each

GREETINGS AND GOOD WISHES 
This is our fourth annual catalogue, altho we have been growing Gladiolus for 
twelve years. We wish to express our appreciation to all of our bulb customers for 
their past patronage, and to assure all of them that we are ready at all times to 
adjust any shortages or errors. We try to be generous in filling orders, and to pro- 
vide some extras in case of some failures, so that any purchase made from us will 


prove to be money well spent. We are always glad to have letters from customers, 
and enjoy answering them. 


Our nursery is located about 1% miles north of Sioux City, on No. 75 Highway, 
and visitors are always welcome. 


We had a wonderful growing season—up to August 10th—and our early blooms were 
marvelous; then it turned continuously hot for many weeks and late blooms failed 
almost entirely. In some varieties plants died in the field before frost; but our bulb 
crop appears to be very fine. We grew about 200 varieties, plus 57 seedling crosses, 
some of them turning out to be very exciting. We made about 400 crosses this 
season, and are offering some seed to our customers this year, for the first time. 


THRIP AND OTHER INSECTS 

We have had practically no trouble with thrip the last two years. We believe our 
good fortune comes about because we dust our bulbs in storage with 5% D. D. T. 
Dust just as quickly as they are cleaned, and we also apply the dust to the plants 
in the field as they near the budding stage. We use two dusting machines, and 
by going thru our fields twice we believe we eliminated every thrip. We did not 
see a dozen damaged blooms in our 18 acres of Glads. As the bulbs were brought 
out of storage last Spring, for planting, we did not find a single insect in the trays 
of bulbs. Our storage house is kept at 40 degrees throughout the Winter and 
Spring. D. D. T. has been a great labor-saver for us. 
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COMMENTS ON VARIETIES 


Before commenting on various varieties of Glads that bloomed in our garden the 
past season, we feel that we should make mention of a peculiar growing condition 
that appeared in our fields about the middle of August. A large number of varieties 
did not seem able to stand the extreme heat of that period, or there was some 
other physiological condition that caused leaves to turn brown, and the plants to 
stop growing. This peculiar condition is mentioned in a very fine article in the 
N. A. G. C. Bulletin by Dr. Roger Ryan of New Jersey, the current issue. He 
indicates that it should not set up a great alarm, as the condition has happened 
before. This grower was rather excited about it at digging time, or about September 
15th. In many cases the bulbs under such brown plants seemed to be O. K., while 
in other varieties the bulbs had turned brown, looked unhealthy, and hardly worth 
the digging. The irrigated portions of our field fared no better than the out-lying 
areas where water could not reach. We plant our most valuable bulblet stock near 
the water supply, and in a number of varieties the plants perished, or quit growing 
very early, while cultivation and irrigation was in progress. Some of the varieties 
which are probably strong and vigorous went right thru the full season as tho 
no trouble existed. We should like to hear from other growers who might have had 
similar experiences. 


WHITE: Among the newer glads, SILVER WINGS was perhaps the out-standing 
white glad in our garden. WAX MODEL was fine, ALPINE and FLORENCE 
NIGHTINGALE browned off without giving us their usual blooms. WHITE 
CHRISTMAS is no doubt one of the finer new whites. Very out-standing. 
MAID OF ORLEANS and SNOW PRINCESS our commercial whites stood the 
season O. K. 


CREAM: LEADING LADY and AVIATRICE. cream sports of PICARDY, were both 
very fine in our garden—in fact are leaders. LADY JANE is our best com- 
mercial cream glad. LAKE PLACID and WHITE GOLD carried on fine. LAKE 
PLACID is a vey tall vigorous number with a lovely cream throat. One of our 
thrills of the season was SPARKS, a well named variety, tall and stately, 
we wish it looked us in the eye a little better. 


YELLOW: SPOTLIGHT is our best yellow glad, and most popular with our trade. 
GOLDEN TETON is a close second, and carried on strong and healthy until 
frost. MOTHER KADEL, an old reliable florist number had trouble with the 
weather, or was it weather! But bulbs came out O. K. VAN GOLD grows well 
here, but seems too soft for commercial use. OREGON GOLD and LEMON ICE 
are both le light yellows, and did well. GOLDEN STATE faded with the heat, 
leaves and all. 


BUFF: SUNSPOT was our big thrill of the year, and should be in every garden. 
It is very beautiful and likes to grow. Bulblets of it made fine large bulbs. 
STRAWBERRY PEACH is a wonderful glad and should be a contender for 
championships in any show. SUNLIGHT and PATROL went out with leaves brown. 
Did not get to see them. 


ORANGE: ORANGE GOLD is the most vigorous of this class, and surely likes to 
grow “big and fast”; altho it might be termed a little coarse from large bulbs. 
Should be a good florist number from No. 5 bulbs in an average season. Has 
wonderful bulbs and plenty of bulblets. DAISY MAE was fine from large bulbs, 
but the bulblets did not make it thru the heat. CRACKERJACK also passed 
out. Mr. Lins’ TROCADERO performed fine in every way. Very exciting for 
size and color, and loves to grow. 


SALMON SHADES: In this large class, SPIC & SPAN is no doubt the leader in 
our fields. We won sweepstakes at both Omaha and Sioux City Shows with it. 
It performed perfectly for us too. The bulblets we purchased last Spring were 
very small, but we harvested many husky No. 3 bulbs from them. GENGHIS 
KHAN and WINGS OF SONG are still very popular in our trade and we 
ean hardly grow glads without them. DIEPPE gave a fine performance and 
the bulblet stock made it thru to maturity, in fine shape. 


SCARLET: RED WING came to our show and was second day champion in hot 
competition; and we think it is swell. RED CHERRY, RED PENNY and 
FIREBRAND all performed very nicely and seemed healthy. MOUNTAIN 
GEM is lovely, altho we had only small bulbs of it. Good old ALGONQUIN 
has fallen down before, so we were not surprised that our bushel of bulblets 
browned off early. We will try again, some time. We can still keep ROCKET 
and BLAZE hoppin’ along. 
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LIGHT PINK: When we get to the long rows of pinks, this writer starts cutting 
his own bouquet. BEAUTY’S BLUSH and PHANTOM BEAUTY lead the pack, 
but Mr. Lins’ TREASURE ISLAND was right in there, altho it missed our 
show. VARIATION, small as it is, goes big with florists. Constitution 
not too strong, but one Kruegers’ best, and we hope we can keep it forever. 
The great CONNECTICUT YANKEE was wonderful, but bulblets scarce in a 
year like this. Wish we could lay away a few hundred bulbs for our own 
bouquets. HEART’S DESIRE is very lovely, wish we had more of it. In the 
deeper pinks we are old fashioned enough to hang unto FAY and JUNIOR MISS 
because they do a good job for us.SSUMMER GAL passed on with sunstroke— 
or sompin’. Planted 500 large bulblets; all grew fine until August, then bulbs 
and bulblet stock both left us. FABULOUS and CHERRY JAM were inter- 
esting new ones here. 


RED: In the light shades we like VALERIA and STOPLIGHT best. The latter 
not too healthy, but we would settle for 50% yield, if we could depend on it. 
Why does it do so well in Kansas, and show weakness here? In the darker reds 
we will settle for RED CHARM and BIRCH RED; all perform so well with us. 
In the black reds, Dr. Knights’ ROSY RED does best for us. MIGHTY MONARCH 
was a great thrill until we dug the bulbs. Probably would do better in sandy 
soil, but ours is black, and we mean black. 


ROSE: EVANGELINE lived up to her name as a fancy lady, but our best spikes 
missed the shows. Came in early, and up around my ears. Some florets mis- 
placed, and we’d like it better if it faced outward a little more. Such spikes! 
MISS WISCONSIN is still a top-flight number here, and we wish we could 
increase our stock. Sells out too fast. TRALEE turned brown, but what a 
lovely color. VENIDA also failed to live thru. We believe many growers are 
overlooking an oldie, MAGNOLIA, one of Prof. Palmers’ jewels, as we seldom 
see it catalogued. It is one of our best commercials, and the performance is 
always 100%. Bulbs like Bermuda onions. We think it made the most uniform 
spikes in our field; with 6-8 open and always a good spike. Florists cry for it. 
BURMA, is still supreme in the dark rose, and 100% in every way. A couple of 
small new ones were wonderful in our field this season. ROSE CHARM, Fischers’ 
basket glad is a great performer. SHERMAN, a newcomer from Illinois does 
fine for us, and has unusual health and vigor. Very tall and a good basket number. 


LAVENDER: HUNTRESS leads the field with us, both in popularity and per- 
formance, and if we could grow but one glad, this is probably it. LADY 
MARION is fine, and we will have more of it. MYRNA FAY, a little disap- 
pointing in color, but performs well. SIBONEY seemed soft, and bothered by 
the sun. ABIGAIL a fine grower and nice color. LAVENDER PRINCE, a 
lovely color, but placement could be improved. POET’S DREAM was swell this 
season, a grand basket variety, even with the small florets it has. WEDGE- 
WOOD crooked a little but we know its’ fine record, so we'll try again. Makes 
a swarm of bulblets. The old reliable ELIZABETH THE QUEEN had a great 
year here. Thousands of fine spikes. 


PURPLE: It is PURPLE SUPREME here, altho we are going to have more bulbs 
of DOROTHY ARMSTRONG. It is very beautiful and a nice spike. MARG- 
ARET WOOD does not like Iowa sunshine, VULCAN and PARNASSUS short 
headed and not out-standing this season. 


VIOLET: BLUE BEAUTY was wonderful again this season, but a new one with us 
“BLUE LAGOON” was very exciting and a better color than the old stand-by. 
Bulblets made powerful bulbs too. Will plant over a hundred huskies next sea- 
son, and really find out about this one. 


SMOKIES AND A. O. C.;: OLAHOMA and DUSTY MILLER are the leading 
smokies, altho ROBINSON CRUSOE was an outstanding number this year. Very 
odd and striking. Lastly, but not least, BUCKEYE BRONZE is still one of 
the most popular numbers in our bouquet sales. Our farm is located on one 
of the most traveled roads in Iowa, and bouquet sales predominate. Yes, they 
all ask for BUCKEYE! Strangely, we always have plenty of them. 
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FIFTEEN MOST PGPULAR VARIETIES IN 1948 


We like to make ourselves think we can judge the most popular varieties in our 
fields, at the end of each season! But if we had to cut down to fifteen varieties 
for the 1949 season, and still sell bouquets off the highway, it would probably be 
some such list as this:

All right; pick them to pieces and tell us about fifteen better. We like to get 
letters with good solid criticism in them. We could add ten more to this list and 
feel better, but the above would produce a swell garden. Let us have your selections 
—see how we compare! 
OUR TRIAL GARDEN: 

For the first time in growing glads, we laid out a.TRIAL GARDEN, in our 
field where the plants might have extra irrigation and cultivation. We have never 
used fertilizer in our lives; depending entirely on our fertile Iowa soil for max- 
imum growth. Our record at the Sioux City and Omaha shows speaks for itself. 
This trial garden comprised about an acre of ground and over a hundred varieties were 
planted there. We were permitted to grow a number of seedlings from a prominent hy- 
bridizer, and they made a great showing for us. Among the “named” varieties that 
thrilled us greatly were the following: Strawberry Peach, Sunspot, Mighty Monarch, 
Red Wing, Beauty’s Blush, Rose Charm, Spic & Span, Phantom Beauty, Evangeline, 
Tralee, Sparks, Seashell, Chic, Blue Lagoon, Lady Marian, Aviatrice, Mountain Gem, 
Donella, (so early), Fuchia Queen, Buckeye Queen, Black Panther, Abigail, Treasure 
Island, Trocadero, and over a thousand large bulbs of Burma were in this plot of 
ground, and their bloom was tremendous. We placed some of the older varieties there to 
watch performance; and to enable us to make comparison with some of the new 
things. Connecticut Yankee and Lipstick, for instance. Among the seedlings was 
a dark red from Carl Fischers garden which he alludes to as an improved Dr. Hoeg. 
It was very tall, slender and graceful, and could open eight or nine in the field 
without burning. The black red florets were not large, but the spikes were wonderful. 


A dark rose variety (seedling) from Fischers, won championship in the Omaha 
show. We bloomed about three thousand seedlings of our own, making twenty-eight 
selections which we will grow on test. Some of them seemed to have possibilities; 
as compared to existing varieties. 


Some of the above varieties did not prove to be too strong in our extreme climate, 
and in some cases the bulbs did not hold up; but we gave them all equal treatment, 
and we think we learned.some things. It was great fun. We will have another trial 
garden this season. Will also grow seed from about 300 crosses. A lot of work, 
but a lot of fun. We have also learned that we might as well discard some varieties 
—always a painful task. It is going to be hard to say good-bye to some of them, 
for instance Margaret Beaton, she was a great girl in her time. Still a healthy kid 
too. Algonquin seems to have given up in our soil, just wants to leave us, it) seems. 
Well, Red Wing and Red Penny are nice. So, what?
